□ When the juice outlet opening is closed, 

the juice receptacle has a capacity of approx. 
150 ml/ 1 / 4 pt.

1. Unwind the cord. 

2. Place the motor block on a smooth, clean surface. 




3. Assemble the appliance. 

WARNING 

The outlet opening of the juice receptacle must be 
engaged in the notch in the appliance and in the 
upper position.

° 1 4. Cut the citrus fruits in half. 




5. Place glass under the outlet opening and open this. 

6. Press the halved citrus fruit on the pressing cone 
and hold it down. The citrus press will start up. 

Note: If you relax pressure on the pressing cone, 
the citrus press will automatically switch off. 



7. Before filling the next glass, close the outlet open- 
ing. 

Tip: To increase the quantity of juice, the pulp can 
be centrifuged after the juice has been pressed out.

8. Put the cover on. 



9. Press the button and hold it in for a short time. 



After use 



1 . Close outlet opening. 

2. Pull plug out of the mains. 

3. Take individual parts off the appliance and wash 
them immediately after use.

Storage 



1. Pull out mains plug. 

2. Stow away the cable. 

3. Assemble the citrus press and put on the cover.
